Boyd contributed once a_ week 
regularly with an article published 
in the Gazette-Republican editor- | 
inal page, Marshall said. 

He declared that he knew Boyd | 
was a member of the finance com- 
mittee when he ‘was writing: these 
articles, for which Marshall paid 
him. 





“Mr. Boyd’s Worry” 

“Then you knew he violated the 
laws in this respect?” Tinley asked.

STOCKTON BANK 
IS PAYING OFF 
ALL DEPOSITS 


Individual Payments 
Up to $3,000 Made 
To 190 Tuesday 


Approximately $25,000 was paid 
the 190 depositors of the defunct 
Stockton Savings bank who ap- 
peared at the institution Tuesday 
afternoon. Individual payments 
ran as high as $3,000. 

According to Gustavus Albee, at- 
torney for the bank, and E. R. Tip- 
ton, trustee, who were in Stockton 
for the payments, all of the large 
deposits have been repaid. Tipton 
says there are only about 50 de- 
positors, with individual claims not 
greater thah $200, yet unpaid. Their 
money will be refunded next Tues- 
day afternoon if they appear. 
About $10,000 remains for this 
purpose. 

To date $85,000 has been paid 
outside creditors of the bank, which 
closed on December 26 of last year. 
Depositors are being paid in full. 


WEED MEASURE 
IS EXPLAINED 


Local County Officers 
Attend Oskaloosa 
Road Meet 


Local county officers who at- 
tended a meeting of the fifth high- 
way commission district super- 
visors and engineers at Oskaloosa 
Tuestlay, heard the purposes of the 
Weed law adopted in Iowa last 
year, explained by Carl Kennedy, 
assistant secretary of agriculture. 

The local officials present were 
Supervisors A. J. Altekruse, Henry 
‘Schafer and W. J. Barclay, County 
Engineer F. P. G. Halfbass and 
County Auditor Kenneth Coder. 
They returned home last night. 

In his talk, Mr. Kennedy pointed 
out that the lew vests the boards of 
supervisors with the responsibility 
for enforcement of provisions of 
chapter 116, relating to the destruc- 
tion of noxious weeds on all farm 
lands, railroads, state land and 
state parks, primary and secondary 
roads, streets and other lands with- 
in cities having a population of less 
than 5,000 people, and towns. 

Commissioner’s Duties 

The law provides that if any city 
having a population of less than 
5,000, town or township has no 
weed commissioner, who has been 
certified to the auditor as’ provided 
by law, the appointment must be 
made by the supervisors. Each 
weed commissioner shall have sup- 
ervision over destruction of noxious 
weeds in his particular district and 
Shall hire labor and necessary 
equipment for the work, subject to 
the approval of the board. The 
board must fix the wage scale for 
such labor and work. 

The law also provides that if it 
is necessary for the commissioner 
to enter any land to destroy weeds 
ke must apply the best known 
methods in eradicating the weeds, 
but he must not expend in labor 
and materials more than $100 on 
any one infested tract without the 
advise and consent in writing of 
the supervisors. 

Locate Infected Areas 

It was suggested by Mr. Kennedy 
that in carrying out provisions of 
the law, the weed commissioner, 
should first, through some resident 
well acquainted in the township 
where noxious weeds are to be 
eradicated, locate the infected 
areas, and then confer with the 
land owners regarding removal: of 
the weeds. In the event the land 
owner refuses to remove the weeds, 
the weed commissioner is required 
to do the work and the cost as- 
sessed to the land owner. 

Mr. Kennedy pointed out that 
additional noxious weeds would be 
mentioned later in the Iowa code. 
He warned that in the northwest 
part of the state, a new noxious 
weed has entered from the Dakotas 
and will prove a serious menace un- 
less eradicated. 

Explains Road Design 

W. E. Jones, who is in charge of 
design for the highway commission 
work, spoke in the afternoon on 
road design from the standpoint of 
cross sections, grades and align- 
ments.

ond autopsy over the girl’s body 
there was no evidence of attack.

RIVER WORK ON 
PIPE DELAYED 


Bad Weather Causes 
Postponement of 


Dredge Work 


Weather conditions and other 
factors have delayed the start of 
dredging operations for the Texas 
to Chicago pipe line originally 
scheduled for today, officials of the 
Pacafic Bridge company said this 
morning. . Actual laying of pipe,in 
the river will follow the dredging 
work by about'five days. 

Today work is being pushed on 
the apparatus at the foot of Iowa 
avenue which will be used for weld- 
ing the 12-inch pipe into conven- 
ient lengths and painting it. Ramps 
are also being finished on the 
barges to be used in the pipe lay- 
ing work. 

When the channels have been 
dredged out the pipe will be laid 
from the barges, whose crews will 
weld section to section as they are 
towed: across the river. The fiexi- 
bilty of the steel ppe will make 
possible having an end of the pipe 
on a barge while the middle of the 
line rests on the river bottom. The 
ramps on the barges will make 
handling the pipe lengths easier 

It is expected the pipe will be 
completed across the river by 
June 1,

The High Wage Bunk 

Marc P. Dowell, in an article published in the Journal of 
Industry -and Finance, proVes that in 1929, the peak year 
from the standpoint of profits for big business, wages were 
14.2 per cent lower than in 1899. That is the average 
worker would have to be paid 14.2 per cent more than he re- 
ceived in 1929 to pay for living expenses that the relatively 
smaller wages were able te_purchase thirty years ago. 

“That is one of the most pertinent economic facts to be 
derived from a comparative study of the summary of the 
1929 census of manufacturers, recently made public,” Dowell 
writes. “The relative share of the worker in the product of 
industry was at its lowest point in 1929 when our so called 
industrial prosperity reached its highest peak of all time.” 

Here is something for economists to ponder. 

Statistics within the past week show that the unemploy- 
ment trend has been checked but that the wage reduction 
movement continues. Wage cuts in January were nearly 
three*times as numerous and affected nearly twice as many 
employes as in any month since the depression began, the 
department of labor announces. 

How does this compare with the high-sounding phrases 
published as late as December that manufacturers realize 
buying power depends on maintaining wages, and that, in ac-

“BUSES” OR BUSSES” 

The following query has been re- 
ceived from Mabel Burnside of 
Greenville, Tex.: ’ 

‘About two months ago I had to 
use the plural of ‘bus’ (contraction 
of ombibus) in a petition I typed, 
and I spelled it ‘buses’ and was 
corrected by several who said it was 
“busses.’ 

“Taking into consideration ‘gas,’ 
whieh forms its plural as ‘gases,’ 
and ‘buss,’ which I feel sure would 
|be ‘busses,’ I cannot help feeling I 
| was right in my spelling of same. 

“I should appreciate an im- 
mediate reply from you, as I read 
your column daily and will accept 
your decision ~with much interest.” 

Answer: “Bus” is a contraction 
of “omnibus.” It is sometimes 
spelled ‘“ ‘bus.” The regular plural 
is “busses.” However, usage has 
made the plural “buses” acceptable. 
If you will be on the watch in any 
part of the country, you will often 
see the plural of “bus” spelled 
“buses.” The New Standard I)ic- 
tionary gives the plural as ‘“‘bussts,”’ 
but the Winston Simplified Diction- 
ary, a recent edition, gives both 
“busses” and “‘buses.” Does this 
answer your query? Probably the 
next edition of the New Standard 
Dictionary will contain “buses.”

Find Valuable Commercial Use 
For Gas Once Thought Worthless 


NEW ‘YORK—(INS)—A non-gas under pressure, with the result 


19% |inflamable gas which has been 


blowing away in the Mexican oil 
fields for many years, causing al- 
most as much trouble as good, soon 
may be turned into an unusually 
valuable product for use as a re- 
frigerant throughout the United 
States. 

This gas, which contains prac- 


%| tically no oil, can be made into 


solid carbon dioxide by a process 
recently reported to the American 
Chemical Society. In the form of 
solid carbon dioxide the gas_ will 
have a high commercial value, since 
the use of a latter chemical as a 
refrigerant has been spreading rap- 
idly in the last few years. 

The process of converting the gas 
into the refrigerant was perfected 
by ° McKee of Columbia, 
according to the report, submitted 
by Dr. James Welford Martin, of 
New York. 

“About 15 years ago,” Dr. Mar- 
tin said in his report to the chemi- 
cal society, “an oil company, in 
drilling just south of Tampico, 
Mexico, in the State of Vera Cruz 
on the Hacienda of Quebrache, was 

i—and disgusted—to bring 
in a well of non-inflamable gas un- 
der high pressure but containing 
eeneselly no oil. Subsequent wells 

tought in commercial amounts o 
oil, but in all the wells large quan- 
tities of carbon dioxide had to be 
continuously blown off in order to 
obtain satisfactory oil production. 

“With a rapidly developing mar- 
ket for solid carbon dioxide both 
in this country and abroad, the 
value of this gas that has been 
blowing away became apparent, 

cularly the open 
flow of the present wells was found 
to be capable of producing more 
than 900 tons of solid carbon di- 
oxide daily. 

“Oil production in the Que- 
brache field diminishes from year to 
year, as is usual in all oil fields, 
but the flow of gas appears to to be 
without limit. The best t indication 
of the possible life of the field as to 
gas preduction is found in its past 


ry.

“As work progresed,” he con- 
tinued, “many changes were made 
to facilitate the purification of this 





that, while no doubt many im- 
provements will continue to be made 
nevertheless there has been evolved 
a thoroughly commercial method of 
purifying the gas sufficiently to ob- 
tain high snow yields and to render 
the gas free from odors. 

“After the gas is purified, it is 
cooled, liquefied, and passed through 
jets into snow chambers the snow 
is removed and put into molds, and 
there compressed into ice. 

“In the cooling necessary ~ to 
liquefy, many problems presented 
themselvés, the most important of 
which was the temperature of the 
cooling water that was obtainable 
in the neighborhood. The water 


from the local pond was found in’ 


summer to be too warm for con- 
densing the gas under the pressures 
and conditions of operating which 
had to be dealt with. 

“This situation can probably be 
corrected either through digging 
wells, through spray ponds, or 
through other cheap methods of 
water coolingy but for this semi- 
commercial plant, it was consider- 
ed logical to use the carbon dioxide 
gas as e cooling medium, inasmuch 
as considerable excess of gas under 
pressure was always available. 

“In compressing the snow to ice, 
the problem was to form a block of 
ice that would Be of commercial 
density and texture when it arrived 
in New York, and which would be 
soli sometimes as much as six 
weeks subsequent to its manufact- 
ure. The best results,were obtain- 
ed through compress the 
snow to a fairly high density. 

“Shipments to New York were 
made at ten-day intervals over a 
period of two months. The ice was 
cafried in specially insulated com- 
partments, each compartment cap- 
able of holding 200 tons.” 


The cost of producing Solid car- 
bon dioxide from this source is very 
low, Dr. Martin points out. “In the 
States,” he says, “independent solid 
carbon dioxide lants have cost 
$10,000 to $25, r daily ton of 
production. With these high-pres- 
sure wells as a source, the plant 
cost is — $3 ety per daily ton. 

“From Tampi - water trans- 
portation can be had to any Gulf or 
Atlantic port at freight charee 
less than that from Cleveland to 
New York City. Markets up the 
er River are also av: le.

NEW TRIAL IN 
FISHER, GLICK 
CASE GRANTED 


Plaintiff ‘Award a 
' Verdict in Last 


Court Term 


TIPTON, Ia.—(Special) — Mo-
